Wednesday, March 10th, 1824—Sizxty-ninth day. 


Mr. Rucexes presented the petition of Jonas Alford, praying 
ihat the benefit of the 4th section of the act for the relief of the pur- 
chasers of public lands, prior to the first day of July, 1820, may be 
extended to him; read, and referred to the Committee on Public 





Mr. Smurn presented the memorial of Charles Gwinn, of the 
city of Baltimore, praying that a sum of money erroneously paid 
by him into the ‘Treasury, may be restored ; read, and referred to 
the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Kune, of Ala. presented the memorial of Wm. D. Stone, 
praying to be permitted to locate a tract of 1000 acres of land on 
the Mobile river, as an indemnity for a like quantity claimed by 
bim under a British grant, which he states has been lost; read, 
and referred to the Committee on Public Lands. 

The bill for the gradual supply of cannon, bombs, and howitz,| 
for the fortifications, having been reported by the Committee cor- 
rectly engrossed, was read the third time, and amended by unani- 
mous consent; the title was also amended. 

Resolved, That this bill pass, and that the title thereof be, ‘“‘ An 
act for the gradual supply of canoon, bombs, and howitz, shot and 
shells, and materials for carriages for the fortitications and other 
purposes.”’ 

Agreeably to the order of the day, the Senate resumed, as in 
Committee of the whole, Mr. Kine of Ala. in the chair, the bill 
regulating the transportation of gold and silver, bullion, specie and 
jewels, and carrying of passengers, and to prohibit the receipt of 
merchandize in the public vessels of the United States; the bill 
having been amended, was reported to the House, and the amend- 
ments being concurred ip, the bill was ordered to be engro-sed 
and reada third time. 

The Senate proceeded to consider, as in Committee of the 
whole, the bill, entitled ‘‘Anact to define the boundary line be- 
tween the Edwardsville and Springfield districis, in the stale of 
Hiinois ;” aud no amendment having been made thereto, it was 
reported tothe House, and ordered to a third reading. 

The bill to repeal in part, the act, entitled “ An act to enable 
the people of the Alabama territory, to form a constitution and 
state government, and for the admission of such state into the 
Union, Ou an equal footing with the original states ;” ordered to 
lie on the table. 








Mr. Brown presented the resolution and memorial of the Legis- 
lature of the state of Ohio, praying that they may be authorized to 
dispose of in fee the lands within that state granted for the use of 
schools ; read, and referred to the Committee on Public Lands, 

The bill for the relief of Dean Weymouth ; postponed to, and 
made the order of the day for, to-morrow. 

The bill for the benefit of Alfred Moore and Sterling Orgain, 
assignees of Morris Linsey; and no amendment having been pro- 
posed, it was reported to the House, and ordered to be engrossed 

and reada third time. 
- The bill for the reliefof Sarah Venable and Jane Morgan, and 
no amendments having been proposed, it was reported to the House 
and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

The bill to provide for the extinguishment of the debt due to 
the United States, by the purchasers of Public Lands, made the 
order of the day for, to-morrow. 

The bill for the relief of Amasa Stetson, together with the 
amendment reported thereto by the Committee of Claims ; and 
on the question to agree tothe said amendment, viz: At the end 
of the bill to insert the following section. 

“ Be it further enacted, That the Secretary of the Treasury be, 
and he ishereby, authorized and directed to pay to the said Amasa 
Btetson, five hundred and fourteen dollars and eighty-fve cents, 
being for interest on two warrants issued in hie favour in 1814, 
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dollars and thirty-three cents, being for interest on two thousand 
and eighty-one dollars and forty-nine cents, paid by the said Amasa 
Stetson, as interest on moneys loaned him for the use of the gov- 
ernment during the late war ; and also six luodred and thirty-nine 
dollars and seventy-two cents, being the discount on T: 
notes paid him in the year 1815; it was determined in the nega- 
tive, yeas 15, nays 16.

Thursday, March 11th, 1824—Seventieth day. 


Mr. Jounson, of Lou. submitted the following : Resolved, That 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of establishing a naval depot at Pensacola, or at such 
place in the vicinity of it as may, in their opinion, be most advan- 
tageous to the United States. 

Mr. Hoimes, of Maine, submitted the following: Resolved, That 
the Committee on the Judiciary, be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of providing by law, for the commencement of the next 
session of Congrese at an earlier period than the first Monday in 
December next. 

Mr. Exii0Tt presented the preamble and resolations adopted at 
a convention of the citizens of Oglethorpe county, in Georgia, re- 
monstrating against the passage of the bill now before Congress, 
to increabe the duties on imports, as unconstitational and destruc- 
tive of the agricultural and commercial interests of the country ; 
read, and referred to the Committee on Commerce and Mauufac- 
turea. 

Mr. Brown, from the select Committee on Roads and Canals, 
to whom was referred the bill, entitled “ An act, to procure the 
necessary surveys, plans, and estimates upon the subject of roads 
and canals,” reported it without amendment. 

Mr. Van Buren, from the Committe: on the Judiciary, to whom 
the subjects were relerred, by a resolution of the Senate of the 
15th of December tasf, reported a bill further to amend the judi- 
cial system ofthe United States, and provide for the holding of 
circuit courts ; and a bill further to amend the judicial system of 
the United States; read, and severally ordered to a second read- ° 
ing. 

The bill from the House of Representatives, entitled “ An act, 
to define the boundary line between the Edwardsville and Spring- 
field land districts, in the state of Illinois ;’ was read the third 
time, and PASSED. 

The bill regulating the transportation of gold and silver bullion, 
specie, and jewels, and carrying of passengers, and to prohibit the 
receipt of merchandise in the public vessels of the United States, 
having been reported by the Committee correctly engrossed, was 
read the third time, and passen. 

The bill for the benefit of Alfred Moore and Sterling Orgain, 
assignees of Morris Linsey, having been reported by the Commit- 
tee correctly engrossed, was read the third time, and Ppassep. 

The bill, entitled “ An act, for the relief of Sarah Venable and 
Jane Morgan, having been reported by the Committee correctiy 
engrossed, was read the third time, and rassep. 

The Senate resumed, asin Committee of the whole, the bill for 
the relief of Amasa Stetson; Mr. Jonnson, of Lou. in the chair, 
and no amendment having been made thereto, it was reported to 
the House ; and the bill huving been ainended, and ordered to be 
engrossed and read a third time: the said bill was reported by the ~ 
Committee correctly engrossed. 

Agreeably to the order of the day, the Senate resumed, as in 
Committee of the whole, the bill for the relief of Dean Weymouth, 
and the same having been amended, it was reported to the House, 
and the amendment being concurred in, on the question, ‘* Shall 
this bill be engrossed ani read a third time 7” It was determined 
in the affirmative, yeas 21, nays 16.

The Hon. Josian S. Jounsron, appointed a Senator by the 
state of Louisiana, to supply the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
nation of the honourable James Brown, produced his credentials, 
which were read; and the oath prescribed by law was adminis- 
tered to him, and he took his seat in the Senate. 

On motion by Mr. Lownie, Ordered That three hundred addi- 
tional copies of the report of the Secretary of State, ef the 27th of 
January last on domestic manufactures, be printed for the use of 
the Senate. 

Mr. Bex, from the Committee of Claims, to whom was referred 
the petition of Reuben Colburn, made a report accompanied by the 
resolution, that the prayer of the petitioner ought not to be 
granted. ‘I'he report and resolution were read and ordered to be 
printed for the use of the Senate. 

On motion by Mr. Bett, Ordered, That the Committee of Claims 
be diseharged from the consideration of the petition of James Tho- 
mas, and that it be referred to the Committee on the Judiciary, to 
consider and report thereon. 

Mr. Muuus presented additional evidence in support of the claim 
of Martin Lincola and Ann F. Humphreys; read and referred to 
the Committee of Claims. 

Oa motion by Mr. Banton, Ordered, That the Committee on 
Public Lands be discharged from the consideration of the petition 
of Jonas Alford. 

Mr. Parrorr presented the petition of Henry S. Langdon, late 
navy agent.at Portsmouth, N. H. praying remuneration for losses 
sustained by him on treasury notes ; read, and referred to the 
Committee of Claims. 

Mr. Luioyp, of Md. presented the memorial of Benjamin Ferguson 
and others, citizens of Maryland, praying the erection of addition- 
al light houses on Chesapeake Bay ; read, and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Commerce and Manufactures. 

Mr. Jounsov, of Lou. gave notice that he would, on Monday next, 
ask leave to bring in a bill, to provide for the appointment of a 
Surveyor General for the lands of the United States for the state 
of Louisiana, and one Surveyor General for the state of Missis- 
sippi. 

On motion by Mr. Tatsor, Ordered, That the Message receiv- 
ed from the President of the United States on the 28d December 
last, on the subject of the longitude of the Capitol be printed for 
the use of the Senate. 

The engrossed bill, entitled “An act, for the relief of Amasa 
Stetson, was read the third time and Passep. 

The bill, entitled “ An act, for the relief of Dean Weymouth,” 
having been reported by the Committee correctly engrossed, was 
read the third time and PassED. 

The bill further to amend the judicial system of the United 
States, and to provide for the holding of circuit courts ; and the 
bill further to amend the judicial system of the United States, were 
severally read the second time.

Resolved, That the Committee on Ways 
and Means be instructed to enquire into the expedf€ncy of making an appropria- 
tion adequate to the repair of the post Road leading from Nashville to New-Or- 
leans, usually callea “ the Military Road.” 

Ordered, That the petition of John Fleichman, of Fiorida, which is now lying 
opon the table, be referred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Ordered, That the Committee on the Post Office and Post Roads be discharg- 
ed from the consideration of the petition of snndry inhabitants of the county of 
Suffolk, in the state of New-York, as also of the petition of sundry other inha- 
itants of the same county counter thereto, presented on the 2d ult. and that 
they be referred to the Post Master General. 

The House again resolved itself into a Committee of the whole, on the state

4th. An act for the relief of the legal representatives of Andrew Mitchell, de- 
ceased. 

5th, An act to change the terms of the District Court of the United States for 
the Kentucky district, in which several bills the Senate ask the concurrence of 
this House.

Mr. Carter, by leave of the House, presented remonstrances from inhabi- 
tants of the district of Kershaw, and of the town of Camden, in the state of 
South Carolina, against the passage of the bill now pending in this House, to 
amend the séveral acts imposing duties on imports ; which remonstrances were 
referred to the Committee of the whole House, on the state of the Union, to

Resolved, That the President of the United States be requested to lay before 
this House the names of all the officers of the army who have been brevetted, 
stating their lenial rank and brevet rank, when brevetted, and the amount of 
money paid to each on account of his brevet rank, and when paid. 

Mr. SIBLEY moved the following : ** Resolved, That the Committee on Re- 
volutionary Pensions, be instructed to enquire into the expediency of placing 
on the pension rol], under such restrictions as those Who served nine months, 
that class of soldiers of the army of the United States who served in the war 
ofthe revolution eight months, commencing in the spring of the year 1775, who 
are, or hereafter may, by reason of reduced circumstances in life, be in need of 
assistance from their country for support ;” read, and disagreed to by the 
House. 

Mr. BRECK submitted the following joiut resolution: Resolved, by she Senate 
and House of Represchtatives vf the United States of America in Congress as~ 
sembled, That the President of the United States be, and he is hereby, autho- 
rized to procure from Rencbrandt Peale, of Philadelphia, a Portrait of Wash- 
ington, to be placed inthe Capitol, provided the same can be obtained for a sum 
not exceeding dollars; the said resolution was read the first time. 

Ordered, That the bill to provide for the sale of ands conveyed to the United 
States in certain cases and for other purposes, be recommitted to the Committee 
on the Judiciary, and that the report from the Secretary of the Treasury re» 
ceived yesterday, in relation to lands purchased on behalf of the United States, 
be also referred to the same Committee. 

On motion of Mr. WuttK, Resolved, That the Committee on the Post Office 
and Post Roads, be instructed to enquire into the expediency of establishinga 
distributing post office in Frankfort, in Kentucky, and also into the propriety 
of allowing additional compensatioa to the postmaster at the same place.

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CHAP. 25. An ACT to extend the time limited for the settlément of privaté 
ear land claims in the Territory of Florida. 


[Secr. 1.] Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
That the time limited for the settlement of private land claims 
in the Territory of Florida, by an act of the Seventeenth Con- 
gress, entitled “* An act amending, and supplementary to, the 
Act for ascertaining claims and titles to land in the Territory 
of Florida, and to provide for the survey and disposal of the 
public lands in Florida, be, and the same is hereby, extended 
and enlarged, until the first day of January next, when the 
commissioners for ascertaining claims and titles to the lands 
aforesaid shall make a return of their proceedings to the Se- 
cretary of the Treasury, to be laid before Congress. 

Sect. 2. And be it further enacted, That the claimant or 
claimants shall not be required to produce, in evidence, a de- 
raignment of title from the original grantee or patentee, but 
the exhibition of the original title papers, agreeably to the 
fourth section of an act, passed the eighth of May, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-two, entitled “An act for ascertaining 
claims and titles to lands within the Territory of Florida,” 
with the deed or devise, to the claimant, and the office ab- 
stract or abstracts of the intermediate conveyances for the Jast 
ten years preceding the surrender of Florida. to the United 
States ; and, where they cannot be produced, their absence 
being satisfactorily accounted for, shall be sufficient evidence 
of the right of the claimant or claimants to the land so claim- 
ed as against the United States: Provided, The claim be de- 
fined in quantity, and the amount does not exceed the quanti- 
ty limited in the second section of the act which this is intended 
to extend : 4nd Provided, the conditions required by the laws 
and ordinances of the Spanish government, and the treaty be- 
tween Spainand the United States, shall have been complied 
with.
